‘means of this trunk, the Elephant 
has a power of suction capable of 
raising nearly 200 pounds weight. 
With it, he gathers food from the 
-| trees and from the ground, draws 
‘up drink to squirt it down his 
throat, draws corks, unties small 
knots, and performs numberless 
minute operations. Without the 
trunk, his short, thick neck would 
‘prevent his stooping to graze, 
while the projecting tusks would 
hinder his reaching any vege- 
tables at the level of his mouth, 
and he could drink no water; in 
truth, withont it, he must die 
both of hunger and thirst. 
Elephants always live in herds, 
varying in numbers, and are al- 
ways found in the deepest forests 
or their vicinity. They are fond 
of water, and have a capability of 
laying up a store of that liquid 
in their stomachs, from ‘which 
they can draw a supply with 
their trunks and scatter it in a 
shower over their backs to cool 
their heated bodies. When drink- 
ing, the Elephant inserts the tip 
of his trunk into the stream, fills 
the cavaties with water, and then, 
turning the trunk so as to get the 
extremity well into his throat, he

found in most animals. The foot 
is extremely large, well formed 
for use, and does not, as might 
be supposed, fall heavily on the 
ground.

‘mous stride, and performed suf- 
ficiently rapid to require smart 
galloping on horseback to out- 
strip him, Elephants walk under 
water as long as the end of the 
proboscis can remain above the 
surface; but when in greater 
depth they float with the head 
and back only about a foot be 
heath it. In this manner they 
swim across the broadest streams, 
guiding themselves by their sense 
of smell till they reach footing 
and see where to land. 


The Asiatic species curries the 
head higher, and has greater dig- 
nity of appearance than the 
African. It is also believed to 
have more sagacity and courage, 
but this may be owing to the ex- 
perienced management of the In- 
dian mahauts, who have acquired 
such a knowledge of these beasts 
as to cause them to submit to in- 
credible operations—such as, for 
example, suffering the extraction 
of the decayed part of a tooth, by 
the aid of a chisel and mallet. In 
history, they appear most con- 
spicuous .as formidable elements 
of battle. The nations of India, 
froin the remotest ages, had train- 
ed them for war, having a how- 
dah or castle on their backs, in 
which were several archers.

bottom. Should an Elephant fall 
into one of these, his enormous 
weight transfixes him at once, 
and he dies Miserably. Still an- 
other method is employed by the 
Somali, an African tribe, which 
is somewhat cruel. As the Ele- 
phant is reposing, the hunter with 
one stroke of a yery sharp sword 
nearly severs the principal ten- 
don of the hind leg, which causes 
the animal to stamp violently on 
the ground until the sinew parts, 
and he cannot walk. The poor 
beast is left to die of hunger and 
thirst, and some time after the 
hunter returns for the tusks and 
teeth. 

The ivory of the African Ele 
phant is very valuable, and large 
quantities are imported every 
year into this country. 

When Elephants find death ap- 
proaching while they are in their 
wild and natural state, they are 
very choice in their selection of 
a place where they may lie down 
and die. They bend their course 
to a very retired valley, shaded 
with magnificent trees, near a 
peaceful river, where numérous 
generations of their ancestors be- 
fore them, guided by the same in- 
stinct, have expired. When they 
have reached the spot, there they 
fall down and breathe their last, 
as if they rejoiced to be gathered 
to their fathers!

History tells us that about 8,900

JONES. Horrible! : 

PRIEST. Beautiful! .so much 
stronger is the charity of heaven than 
the love of éarth. But now let us go 
a little more into the every day com- 
mon, sense of the matter. Are there 
hot others to whom secrets are told 
as well as priests? 

JONES. I suppose there are. 

PRIEST. Aye! and unpleasant 
secrets .-". Many a husband has an 
odd thing or tw to tell his wife before 
the marriage day, or ‘ust after it, as 
the case may be; and man, « wife has 
an odd thing or two to tell her hus- 
band; but neither fears that the other 
will tell. And the doctor! Truly, I 
think he hears as many confessions 
aecthe Priest, and uglier, confessions, 
too, I fancy... fessions. are not will- 
ingly told, but wrung out of the cul- 
prit, or confessions not necessary to 
be told, but they are written for him 
to read: Yet who dreams’ that he will 
tell? Then the lawyer! The murderer 
there in the condemned cell has told 
him of his guilt. Does he straightway 
go and blab it out before the court? 
No, no, no. Why! not a man in all the 
big world who is not this moment 
keeping the secret of some strange 
confession, Yet the world trusts and 
is content, and never dreams that they 
will tell! Mere natural honor—the 
honor of friend or the natural love of 
relation, or mere professional honor, 
the honor of physician or of judge—to 
this they trust, but the honor that is 
beyond nature, the honor that is strong 
with God's grace, this they trust not 
in—-pretend to trust it not. 

JONES. Does God then give grace? 

PRIEST. Surely. God does not lay 
burdens on men without giving 
strength to bear them. * The heavenly 
power to keep the secrets of the Con- 
fessional is part of the great Sacra- 
ment. When the power to forgive is 
given, the power to hide éins in 
secrecy is wrapped up in it. So that, 
Jones, as a matter of fact, never has 
it Deen known since the Church began 
that any Priest has évér told a secret 
whispered in confession. There have 
been bad priests since the Church 
priests; who--have sinned all 
manner of sins, who have been untrue 
to their vows, who have lost Faith, 
who have left the Chgreh; but not 
even one of them, let him have been | 
ever so vile and bad, has committed | 
that meanest and vilest of sins—the 
breaking of his honor to God by tell- 
ing the secret of the Confessional.
